THE form of Worship of the cnrly 
Christians was, like Christ's life, 
simplicity Itself. Prayers offered 
from piuccre hearts niul with conse- 
crated lips, the sluglng of hymns, the 
simple breaking of bread, looking 
after the poor, visiting the slcls, com- 
forting the dying— all this was simple 
nnd without formnllty. Sincerity Is 
nenr kin to simplicity and seldom 
keeps compuuy with elaborate cere- 
monies. 

With the growl h and spreading of 
Christ i;iiilly more complicated organiz- 
ation was Introduced, and some sort 
of uniformity of worship became desir- 
able. But the forum mid ceremonies 
once formulated were continually 
elaborated upon; In addition to the 
many former Jewish observations, a 
multitude of new rites were complied 
and invented. There can be little 
doubt but that nearly all these cere- 
monies were Introduced with an earn- 
est and zealous desire to promote de- 
vout worship and Christian purity. 
But, alas ! history hns proved that a 
multiplication of forms tends to work 
rather towards the decay tlinu the re- 
vival of holy living. 

It was thus in the early days of the 
Israelites. 'The many laws, the types 
and observances which God gave to 
Ills eliOBon people through Moses, In 
order to unite them into a nation of 
priests, Inst only too quickly their 
spiritual significance, nnd became a 
mere cover for corruption, the shluliig 
sepulchre of rotting righteousness. 
Yen, the very forms or observations 
am! sacrifices prescribed by the Mo- 
saic law became hateful to God; so 
we Ilnd It expressed through His 
prophets, especially Isaiah : 

••To whatpurpoie ie the multitude n/ your 
Kterifica unto me I «af(/t the Lord : I am/uWo/ 
burntotferinge of rami, and the fat of fed beattt: 
and I delight not in the Mood i\f bulhicki, or of 
Iambi. . . Bring no more vitnoktattont : incense 
in an BioiFiinsKnn unto me ; the new meant and 
8'b'jathi, ih* eaUina of aucmUia, I cannot 
away with ; it U iniquity, even the tolemn meet. 
(no. Your tww moon* and appointed feaste 
my (out hateth. They art a trouble unto me ; I 
am vxam to bear thrm " 



WHAT WAS THE REASON OF 
THE ALMIGHTY'S WEARINESS 
WITH HIS OWN CODE OF LAWS ? 
It was, because the form, Instead of 
clothing n spirit nllve only to God and 
righteousness, had become a cloak for 
godlessuess and unrighteousness. 
* 

And yet it Is the most natural thing 
for humanity to seek to adorn and 
ornament their form of worship; the 
directions of the heart offered to the 
Creator seem to create a desire to 
associate service with beauty and slg- 
nlllcaut rites, to capture the eye and 
our oi ihc worshipper and direct his 
attention in a channel of common 
service. 

Our picture shows us the prostrate 
form of n man, who, tired at heart of 
the world which has deceived him, 
betrayed his most sacred trust, and 
blighted his loftiest hopes, has sought 
refuge for himself by taking the vow 
of the order, aud so voluntarily to be 
coullncd to the recluse of the mou- 
ustry. 

An Impressive Ceremony. 

No one who contemplates the above 
picture can deny time the service of 
initiation is a most Impressive one, as 
fur as human agency can make It so. 
The novice Is laying on the floor cov- 
ered with the funeral clotb in which a 
large cross Is worked. The leading 
bishop performs the funeral rite over 
the man, who, by taking the vow, Is 
supposed to die to tliu world, and rise 
a iiiiw man, consecrated only to the 
service of the order. He has said 
good-bye to former friends forever, 
and even to his name, for henceforth 
ho will bo only known as Brother 
Augustln among bis new nssocintcs. 

But Is he dead to the world ? For 
the moment there may be uppermost 
a feeling of quietness and relief, hav- 



ing escaped the whirl of life and its 
disappointments; but nre those am- 
bitions for worldly fame, those appot- 
ltles for worldly diversions and pleas-, 
urc, those longings for gay society 
really dead, or are they only sleeping V 
Many a one bas, In a fit of disgust, 
brought on by too rapid Indulgences 
and subsequent disappointments (mag- 
nified beyond all proportions), in a 
sort of remorse more tnan In genuine 
repentnnee, sought peace with all the 
factors of unrest still in bis breast, 
although sleeping nt the time the 
sleep of exhaustion. Many a one hns 
sought to secure the blessings ot n 
eonsecrutcu lift, without malting the 
entire consecration, and deceived him- 
self Into a belief that he has obtained 
that most precious gift, only to wake 
up suddenly to find himself still In tno 
grip of those powers from which be 
sought escape. Confession alone will 
not do it; going through a form will 
not do It, however Impressive and elab- 
orate such may be; testifying to it 
will not do it; running away from 
embarrassing surroundings will not 
do it; milking of solemn vows will 
not do It ! 

Dead to the World. 

God does not want us to be dead IN 
the world, but only dead TO it. Jesus 
prayed for His disciples, not that they 
should be taken out of the world, but 
that they should be kept blameless in 
the world, and overcome the world. 
Here Is the secret ! Consecration, n 
complete consecration, must precede 
entire sauctiflcatlon; faith must bring 
siinctlllcatlon from the sky Into our 
lives; but only actual fighting of the 
opposing forces and sucocssfnl over- 
coming will make, sniictlflcnllou a 
blessed reality.

O take the unskilled un- 
employed out of the over- 
crowded labor market of 
the city, and put him on 
the land to raise a susten- 
ance from the soil, Is tne 
aim of our farm colonies ; it is, how- 
ever not the end of our social work In 
that or any other branch, for our final 
aim in view Is always, and In all 
schemes, the regeneration of the iuner 
man by genuine change of heart. 

The General's Darkest England 
Scheme— which aroused world-wide 
comment some years ttgo, and which 
has since been put through all Its 
proposed stages on a moro or less large 
scale in order to prove the theories 
laid down in it to be correct— advo- 
cated the simple rule, that in order 10 
preach the Gospel to the hungry with 



operation ; oue lu Colorado and an- 
other at Kort Honile, Cal.

A blue sky, a. smiling BUn, blossom- 
ing trees, Bproutlng fields and skipping 
lambs at pasture are always alluring 
to city people to go Into the country, 
and under such circumstances a trip 
to the Salvation Army Industrial 
Farm on Bathurst St, York County, is 
a pleasure and a recreation, but your 
modest reporter did not wait for such 
encouragements. Being under a sol- 
emn obligation to go, threatening sky, 
and bleak March winds could not 
daunt his courage. 

"Meet me at my home at nine In 
the morning," were the Colonel's or- 
ders, who happened to be goiug out the 
some day. So punctually at nine, pos- 
sibly two or three minutes later (for

effeci, you must first feed him; to the 
homeless, you must iirst provide some 
shelter; to the unemployed, you must 
give them the menus of earniug their 
living. This Is the foundation on 
which all our numerous social Institu- 
tions throughout "the world arc reared. 
Bearing the foregoing statement In 
mind, the reader will tin able to right- 
ly appreciate what wc may have to 
say about the S. A. farm ucnr Toronto. 
We may Just state here, that the 
casual unemployed, who only require 
temporary help for one or ouly a few 
duys. may find such help in onr wood- 
yards, and the cheap shelters connect- 
ed with such ; the farm Is meant to 
help those \vho are unable for oue or 
[mother reason to earn their livelihood 
lu ttie city, nnd who possibly may be 
able to learn sufficient or agricultural 
puvsults to enable them to And posi- 
tions with other farmers, or go to the 
newly settled portions of the territory, 
where laud may be ]md for the work- 
ing of it. Here also the propoged 
colony was to step In, by providing tho 
means to the settler of obtaining ltn- 
litemvtits and seed for tU« first crop. 
We have none of these colonies in 
Canada, but In the United States al- 
rendy several of that kind nre In 



yuur reporter lives nbout four miles 
west of the Colonel, and us the time 
Ik always getting slower going west, 
the difference may be uncounted for 
in that manner) the reporter was at 
the uppoluted spot and found the 
Chief Secretary already waiting with 
a trap and an animal hitched to it, 
which the Colonel described tn me ns 
ti ?100 horse! 

"It Is not un Army horse," said tho 
Colonel, with a sort of apologetleal 
Intonation. "Somebody wants us to bui- 
lt for that price." 

"Are you going to buy It T' the re- 
ported asked. 

"No fear : we don't buy horses of 
this kind at that price !" 

Before we got to the farm nnd back 
again, the reporter was of the opinion 
that the Army should got ft premium 
Tor taking the animal off tbo owner's 
hands. It was a nig horse; It was 
past seven years, in fact, I query 
whether It would remeinoer what hap- 
pened to it at that age; it would 
walk most carefully and was not In 
the least Beared of the electric ears, 
on the contrary, It would actually 
stand and look at one as it passed, so 
ns to give you to understand that you 
are quite safe with him. Ymi might 



have quite safely laid the reins upon 
bis ueek and fired a gun dose to his 
cars— his nerves must have been of 
Iron. But without furtuer description 
of all the legion of individualities of 
that notable steed, I would state that 
we finally, after many and various 
ways of coaxing and more or less 
rigorous arguments with the "hoss," 
reached the farm, where we fortun- 
ately found a nice coal stove capable 
of imparting a genuine glow to our 
stiffened extremities. 

It so happened that It was the 
Field Commissioner's any of Inspec- 
tion at the farm (Miss Booth always 
personally Inspects the farm once each 
week, when not on tour). For that 
reason your modeBt reporter dfd not 
stay as long by the inviting stove 11s 
be would have. been tempted had he 
been alone with Brigadier Gasklu. 
Following In the train of the Field 
Commissioner and Colonel while in- 
specting the stock, your reporter was 
quickly convinced tlint Miss Booth 
knew a few things about live stock 
and other farm topics, and once or 
twice rubbed hlB eyes to sec whether 
it was not a practical farm mistress, 
who wus lecturing some citizens. Your 
reporter. In the Interest of the general 
pnblic, did pick up enough of profes- 
sional farm talk to be able to speal; 
like an old farmer of Berkshire hens, 
leghorn cows aud Jereoy pigs, and 
bas also learned the difference be- 
tween turnips, mangel wurzcls, ensil- 
age und other roots. (Correct me, it 
I'm wrong.) 

Leaving tlie cosy and home-like farm 
house, where Brother and Sister Mad- 
den are holding forth (both are pos- 
sibly well-known to a large number 
of our readers, many of whom will re- 
member "Johnny Madden, the boy 
preacher," aud his uncle, the foruwr 
Staff-Captain Madden, now in Glory), 
we first visited the cow-stable, which 
occupier the greatest part underneath 
ihe spacious barn. There forty head 
of cattle stood In four long rows and 
u few stalls. Most or these cattle 
were cows, two bulls and a few calves 
and Bteers. The breeds, 1 was told by 
Brigadier Gaskln, wore some thorough 
Jerseys, Holstolus and uurbnms, unci 
others of cosmopolitan parentage, the 
exact classification of which I was 
unable to retain lu my overtaxed 
uranium; suffice it to state that the 
field Commissioner designated them 
us tbat sort of a cross breed which Is 
considered in this country the best 
and most profitable one for farms like 
ours. 

In one unoccupied corner, uuder an 
Ingeniously temporized wire cage, your 
reporter noticed some fowl, nnd upon 
inquiry was informed that the hen- 
neries had not been suitably arranged 
yet for the reception of that line 
Hpecle of birds. 1 thought the Brlga- 
-llsr called tliom shorthorns, but my 
wife assures me that it should be 
leghorns; whichever is right, 1 did not 
sue any horns on them whatever. 

Fasstug from the cow-stabie through 
the root-cellur, where mostly turnips 
were stored In lnrge quantities, we 
entered the horse-stables. The at- 
tendant there assured me that at pres- 
ent fourteen horses are ai the farm, 
and they are all fairly worked; they 
.joked well-fed and contented, and I 
am quite sure tbat every one of tkeui 
could have easily outrun the borrowed 
nag which took us to the institution. 

After going through some healthy 
gymnastics In the endeavor to mount 
an upright ladder, and through a nar- 
row hole wblch could be easily! success- 
fully, and hermetically sealed by Major 
Collier In the attempt tu pass through, 
we emerged in the upper part of the 
barn, which, correctly speaking, is the 
lirst story or ground floor to the north, 
but the second story to the south. In 
the burn is stored, In spite of the ad- 
vanced season, still a good quantity of 
hay, oatB, peas, beans, etc., nil or 
which is held for the feeding of tho 
llvo stock. During the last summer 
the rarm has for the first time raised 
not only all the hny, grain, and other 
feed needed for tne cattle, horses, 
pigs, sheep nnd hens, but has also been 
able to sell nearly twenty tons out of 
the total crop of over 150 tons of hay, 
ftjid tbat at the very best market price 
•it $0.50 per ton, which Is from ?1.00 
to $1.50 more than the average piic>> 
paid lor hny. The crop of oats n- 
mounted to about 3,500 bushels, of 
Which nbout onc-thlitl lire still in the 
bins. Id addition to nbout iliree hun- 
dred tons of roots, conslderabln qtimi- 
titics of peas, beanB, barley and rye 
were harvested lost fall. 

In the centra of the barn floor n 
pounlershnrt Is fastmed on 11 cross 
hrnm. Ihe imwer for It and tln> inn-

chlnery attached to It being 
derived from a windmill ou 
top of the barn. A fanning 
mill, a chopper, and a cutting 
machine, ns well as a grludlug stoue 
and other machinery, can be run al- 
most any day, except when there is 
absolutely no wind. 

A pleasant Interruption was made 
here in our tour of Inspection. I for- 
get whether It was a bell or a whistle 
— nnywny that was oaly the means to 
tho end— to notify us that dinner was 
ready. With surprising agility the 
men and "us" made our way to the 
various places where dinner was 
served. 

The conversation during the dinner 
hour was most edifying. Colonel 
.lacobs, who is au authority on pigs, 
their qualities and nscs, said much 
that was new nnd of Interest to the 
reporter, but the latter was so eagerly 
engaged rc-lmburslng his digestive 
orgutis with nourishments, that much 
hns been lost that might have necn 
hnuded dowu to posterity through the 
pages of the Wur Cry. your reporter 
hus only retained In his memory those 
things which the ever-obliging Briga- 
dier Gasklu hus refreshed by subse- 
quent conversation 

The weather being dull, the Com- 
missioner, shortly after dinner, in- 
sisted that your reporter should mukc 
(he most of the light to take pictures 
with the enmern, whleh he had bor- 
rowed for the occasion. So, in com- 
pany with Brigadier Gaskln, the sec- 
ond part of Inspeellou was proceeded 
with. We passed en route to the Pigs' 
Palace, a very useful building, the 
blacksmith shop, and took n photo of 
the blacksmith nt the anvil. 

Our blacksmith, hy the wny, is n 
sort of fixture to he counted 
in the farm inventory. He 
shoes horses and docs a thous- 
and Jobs, which, in a surprising 
manner, turn up daily for attention. 

Arriving at thft pigs' habitation we 
were at ouce struck with the clean 
and healthy arpcarnuee of the build- 
ing. There iviis on one side of tlie 
cntniuco a lp.rgo steam boiler, for the 
hollinc of the feed for the pigs, nnd 
another clean and trim room for kill- 
ing and dressing the remains of the 
said animals. Through a door we 
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low roof ; lu the centre Is a concrete 
wall: and on each side arc the pens for 
each family of pigs (pardon my Ignor- 
ance : 1 did not know whether herd 
or flock Is correct, so I call them fam- 
ilies, which souuds more respecful 
for clean pigs like the S. A. swine). I 
found in the piggery about 140 pigs of 
all ages and classes; there were some 
Berkshire and other breeds, but the 
majority were "Salvation Army 
breed," ns Lieutenant "George"', said, 
aud Brigadier Gaskln added, "A scien- 
tific cross which gives the best results 
for the feed and care bestowed upon 
tlwm, and grows the finest meat." 



"Any hog-cholera 1" your reporter 
questioned. 

"No, sir, we had only two or thre* 
pigs die that I can remember," replied 
the Governor. "We raised 450 pigs 
here last year, and ire nave been able 
to sell our pigs from 60 to TS cents 
above market price." 

Here I remember what tne Colonel 
said, when I asked blm about the 
purpose of raising pigs. "You see," 
he said, "We walk our crops to mar- 
ket on four legs rather than cart It 
there in big loads." This meaut that 
he would rather feed the crops raised 
to pigs and cattle, and Bell pork, but- 
ter, eggs, and chickens tbun to sell 
hay and other products of the land 
direct. 

A windmill Is ceutrally located to 
supply water for the stables, piggery 
and hennery. The latter Is situated 
north of the piggery, and has five runs 
with about 130 hens. This is only In 
Its Infancy, but after a few months 
the Governor expects to derive consid- 
erable financial help from the eggs 
and spring chickens produced there. 

I should add here that the milk from 
the cows Is only used to make butter, 
and the skim milk fed to the pigs. 
The whole Idea of the farm Is not so 
much to make the greatest profit, but 
to give the greatest atnouat of em- 
ployment to men In need of such.

Adjt. Dodd, of Spokane Social 
Branch, is vigorously pushing the 
Siege. In addition to other things, he 
has organized a finance scheme to 
clear off liabilities and provide capital 
for further enlargements of the in- 
dustries for the out-of-works. 

He Is also attempting to bring the 
work of the Institution before the at- 
tention of the people of Spokane, by 
meetings In the churches, and has al- 
ready had two very successful meet- 
ings. He writes : 

"Things are looking up In the West. 
Our Wood Yard is only two months 
old, and has proved a blessing to hun- 
dreds of men. WE HAVE HELPED 
ON AN AVERAGE FBOM 95 TO 100 
PER WEEK, We expect to be able 
to help 500 men per week nest winter. 
The citizens are going to help us to 
get the wood. I have asked them for 
.$1,200 to buy wood with, and I be- 
lieve I shall get It." 



A Shelter commander writes : 

"I sometimes feel sorry that I can- 
not report the same spiritual success 
lu the Social Work ns in corps; yet, 
when I think of the peculiar elrcum- 
stnaces tlint the men are placed In, the 
battles with every posainlo fiend of the 
lower regions with which they have to 
combat, and tne despondent spirit that 
continually baunts them, i cannot won- 
der at times that tbey find It next to 
Impossible to get on tbclr feet and 
trust in God, Whom tuey learned to 
curse from their childhood. Neverthe- 
less, I am confident that our God enn 
give them new hearts, new desires 
and uew ambitions. The effect of our 
meetings upon some or the men Is 
very encouraging. 

One of our employees nas been help- 
ed back lito the City of Peace since 
uiy last letter. He, for some days, 
could not claim victory, but now he 
praises God for giving back to his 
soul the blessing. 

Besides finding odd hours of work 
for a few men we have succeeded in 
finding a good home for one of our 
aged men— a man of good ability and 
good health, yet having no home. This 
Is especially encouraging, because he 
has no bad habits, but has for soma 
time lived for God, And so our wort 
rolls on, eneh week bringing new 
cases and new experiences. We have 
a real good time each morning In the 
prayer meeting."

The above Is one way of living and 
dying under the Army Ping.

Our study deals this week not so 
much with the. details of any one sub- 
ject as with the general outlines of 
several. It Is, lu "fact, more of a re- 
view of the Inst twelve lessons which 
we have gone through this year. 

They have had to do with the first 
recorded events In the history of the 
world. It Is impossible to over-estlm- 
ate the Importance of a good under- 
standing of the primary part of 
Scripture. It is a common fault with 
many people to conlinc their rending 
to the New Testnmcnt, which, though 
it Is very essential and. necessary, be- 
ing the record of the lucomlng of the 
new dispensation, It by no means con- 
In Ins n full account of nil God's deal- 
lugs with man. 

Again, the study of the creation aud 
the lives of our enrllest forefnthers Is 
especially instructive, Because It de- 
clares the first covenants made be- 
tween God nnd man. The histories of 
Adam and Eve, of Abrnhnm, Jacob 
and Joseph reveal the agreement 
which God mnde with man— the terms 
by which He promised that provision 
nud security, without which Divine 
supplies all life would become wretch- 
ed and not worth the living. 

The peep Into the Garden of Eden, 
which the first cbnptcrs of Genesis 
give, reveals first the great liberty 
whieh God permitted man. There were 
no restriction:;, save oue, upon the 
mode of living, in this freedom which 
God bus arranged should be the birth- 



right or every man, we see God's re- 
cognition of his Independent mind. 
Adam, In the Garden of Eden, had 
power to choose— lie could do good, or 
he could do evil; ho could make the 
most of life, or he could let its result 
be failure. 

But alongside this liberty God laid 
upon man the responsibility of obey- 
ing certain laws— not heavy or grlev- 
onw- obeying which mnn was to re- 
tain the favor and fellowship of God; 
dirfolHWlng which meant trouble nnd 
hostilities between heaven nnd earth. 

Then again, right from the very first 
we sec God's unfailing respect to a 
reverential Spirit as distinct from a 
mere outward bending of form. Tlie 
Blmulloneoiis offerings of Cain and 
Abel, with their different reception 
ending in the world's first tragedy, de- 
clared God's regard for offerings made 
in love, nnd His scom of those occa- 
sioned by nn unwilling adherence nnd 
duty. 

But perhaps to sum up the reflections 
of the lessons which we have gone 
through during the. Inst qunrtcr, by far 
the most striking Illustration that thev 
afford us would be of God's kindly 
attitude townrds man. In the his- 
tories of the covenants made with 
Abraham, iBaac and Jacob, and in the 
providential ordering of the career of 
the patriarch Joseph, we see God ns 
lhe Friend of Mankind, the Divine 
Beuefuctor, waiting to be graefons to 
those who keep HiR covenants and 
fulfil His law.

After n Christian hns Ceen sanctified 
by the Spirit, usually the first tempta- 
tion which comes to him Is to conceal 
the fact, This temptation is so uni- 
versal, so subtle In lis approaches, 
and so fatal when once yielded to, 
thnt It Is plain that the devil regards 
It as one of his best weapons against 
the soul. 

One reason why we must testify to 
the blessing of a clean heart ts clear 
—because the confession gives added 
glory to the God Who "is mighty to 
keep." It Is no more to the Christian's 
own credit to say that he Is sanctified 
than that he Is justified, while not to 
say It, if It Is true, Is to withhold 
credit from God for one of Ills most 
marvellous works. 

"I want to live It, and not talk about 
it," says the poor Christian, dcvll- 
harassed hy the thought that people 
will call him conceited, eaten up with 
splrltunl pride, blasphemous, If he ad- 
mits that God has sanctified him. 

Still another reason why holiness 
should Ire professed when obtained 
Is, that testimony to its possession

\H1S morning the wind 
has gone down, and 
our surroundings are 
much more agreeable. 
WbUe we were asleep, 
or trying to sleep, we 
passed through the 
Straits of Bab-el-man- 
dlb, and entered the Indian Ocean. A 
eluster of rocks on one side of this 
passage are known as " Hell's Gates," 
from tbe faet, I understand, that many 
a poor vessel has been wrecked upon 
them.

The passengers and 
crew were all rescued, but the vessel 
remained immovable until the other 
day, when she was taken off and 
towed into a neighbouring harbour. 

Commissioner Pollard told us a good 
story at the breakfast-table this morn- 
ing. His first corps was Portadown, 
in the north of Ireland. Soon after be 
got to work, a blessed awakening took 
place, and amongst the Converts were 
a couple of Factory Girls, who were at 
once filled with a desire to do some- 
thing for tbe salvation of tnose nDout 
lliem. ' 

They conferred together as to what 
It should be. " Let us go and pray 
with old crabby Granny," was the pro- 
posal of one. " It will be of no use ; 
she will fly Into a passion, and nohody 
knows what will hnppen," replied the 
other. "Never mind," said the first 
speaker, " we can but be pitched into 
the street ; let us go nnd try." Now, 
this old Granny was a celebrity in 
the place. She was 105 years of nge, 
and so bitterly opposed to religion that 
she cursed and swore,, and, as far as 
she could manage It, actually fought 
anyone who mentioned the subject. 
It was no easy task to undertake, but 
our two simple lasses, fall of their 
new-found love for Jesus determined 
to proceed with it. 

They made their wuy iato the room 
where the old lady was lying, without 
any introduction, or even asking per- 
mission, nnd started singing together :

The following extract from a letter 
written by Capt. Jack Crawford, "the 
poet scout," to a friend In New York, 
will interest the readers of the Wnr 
Cry t 
. "I don't know If I ean write any- 
thing that Will be new or Interesting 
as there nre numerous able correspoud- 
euts here whom I have no doubt are 
keeping the outside world posted, 
while we are completely In the dnrK, 
so far as news from the outside world 
Is concerned. No regular mall has 
reached here since the freeze up, and 
only an occasional old newspaper is 
brought In by some hardy ndventuver 
over the Ice. Hard times are here and 
thousands of men are now consuming 
the fag-end of their provisions, while 
hundreds are actually out of money, 
provisions nnd work. While catlntf 
lunch at a restaurant yesterday, an 
old Germau came In and offered a 
50-ponnd cnu of granulated potatoes 
for 20c. per pound, which had cost 
him twice as much. He said that ho 
iind nothing else to eat. The restaur- 
ant wnn gave him a 25-pound sack of 
oatmeal, some bread and the balance 

20 men are being fed and sheltered 
by the Salvation Army. These people 
are doing much good. They have a 
wood yard, and men who are able to 
work get i?G a cord for sawing wood 
In stove lengths. This pays lor bin 
,.„.ni„ nml induing. Last week n 
robust young man came to iny cabin 
in the evening, told me he had been 
sawing wood nt the Army Shelter lor 
several days, but on that morning 
when he arrived all the saws were nt 
work. He had eaten no food tlinr. 
day. 1 filled hiui up, nnd since then 
he has been doing chores lor Ills food 
nnd shelter, mid Is now sitting near me 
patching his old glovtu. Yet this 
young mnii Is strictly temperate and 
willing to work. Speaking of Ihc Snl- 
vnlion Army, our Elks Club recently 
gave an entertainment, and after all 
bills were paid over ?300 -still remain- 
ed. I had the pleasure of making a 
motion that a check of ."5100 be sent 
to the Salvation Army as a Christmas 
present, as they were the only truly 
unselfish charitable institution here, 
nnd despite opposition from a ques- 
Uoiinble character or two, the motion 
prevailed, and on Christmas Day, 
when the Army were dishing up a 
line dlnuer to the needy, a delegation 
from the Elks Club visited the Shelter 
and surprised Ensign McGill and his 
faithful little band by presenting them 
with the check as a Christmas gift. 
Of course the delegation enjoyed n 
good dinner, after which speeches 
ww In order and everybody was 
happy. One thing Is certain, nnd that 
Is no hungry man, woman, or child are 
ever turned awny from the Army 
bnrrncks or Shelter. 20 men are now 
In St. Marv's Hospital whose expenses 
($500 per day) are being paid by the 
Citizens Relief Committee, of which
